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DETAILED ACTION 

This Office action is in response to application papers filed on 26 September 

2003. 

Drawings 

1 . Replacement drawings were received on 29 January 2004. These drawings are 
acceptable. 

Specification 

2. The disclosure is objected to because of the following informality: 
Update the first sentence of the specification to indicate that US Application 

Serial No. 10/161,707 has issued as US Patent No. 6,649,516. 
Appropriate correction is required. 

3. The lengthy specification has not been checked to the extent necessary to 
determine the presence of all possible minor errors. Applicant's cooperation is 
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requested in correcting any errors of which applicant may become aware in the 
specification. 

Claim Objections 

4. Claim 25 is objected to because of the following informality: 

In claim 25, line 2, insert -an-- after "having" to correct grammar. 
Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

5. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

6. Claim 23 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

The term "the diameter of said circle" as used in claim 23, line 3 does not 
particularly point out which of the neighboring circles has the claimed diameter. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

7. Claims 21-22, 24 are allowed. 

8. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: The prior art of record does not teach or suggest, in combination with the other 
claim limitations, a mask for exposing a porous substrate with first and second light- 
transmitting regions, wherein the second light-transmitting region has an average 
aperture ratio that is not more than 50 % of the average aperture ratio corresponding to 
the first light-transmitting region. 

Conclusion 

9. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Hanson teaches a structure that has both blind vias and through 
vias. Bhatt et al. and Japp et al. teach masks that can be utilized to form different sized 
openings in a substrate.
